Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -6, 8-20, 22-26 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Respect to 
claims 1-6, 8-15, the cited prior arts fail to disclose or suggest the step of performing an 
etch back of said first layer of dielectric thereby forming deposits of said first layer of 
dielectric on the top surface of the interconnect lines in combination with all other 
limitation in the claims. Respect to claims 16-20, 22-26 the reason for allowance was 
discussed in previous office action.
